With the case of Edward Boyle, an

Judge Bourquin declared he would lesist

"We all k n o w , " the judge said, '"that 
the executive department at Washing- 
ton has controlled congress. 
But this 
court will never submit to control. There 
has been a great deal of talk in the 
departments as to wliat they would do 
to the courts unless thn latter did a« 
they desired. 
A very dictatorial spirit 
has grown up. 


"This court is dependent 
on lawr= 
passed by congress for its existence and 
while it exists as a court it will bo con- 
ducted without interference 
from de- 
partments of the government." 


The court stated liiat a rule of th-- 
department of labor requires a certifi- 
cate of the arrival of the applicant in 
the country to "bo attached to his appli- 
cation for citizenship and that in Boyle's 
case, when the application was handed 
the clerk of the court, Boyle turned in 
an 
application for the certificate ad- 
dresssed to the department named on 
one of its blanks, it being the duty of 
the department to furnish the eeri ilicatc. 
The clerk of the court has filed lioyle's 
•application without waiting for a cer- 
tificate of entry from the department c;i 
labor.

the Orient." The press considers the 
ultimatum a proper stop. The 
Times 
believes that if China refuses to yield 
Japan should 
occupy 
provinces 
like 
Shantung "until China comes 
to her 
senses." This, the paper saj's, would not 
constitute a violation of Cliina'a integ- 
rit.y, "since its sole aim would be to 
ensure the integrity of the country." 


The belief is professed in some cir- 
cles that China may send word a t the 
last minute that additional concessions 
are possible, and in this way avert the 
ultimatum.

Refusal to Leave Capital for 
Ceremony Profound 
in Effect. 


Rome, May 4.—"In view of the in- 
ternational situation the king and his 
ministers cannot leave the capital to be 
present at the unveiling of the fiarabaldi 
monument at Quarta Santa Elana," was 
the text of a note issued after the meet- 
ing of the cabinet yesterday. Ir.'» pub- 
lication produced a profound eflfect upon 
public opinion. 


Abandonment of the plan for the par- 
ticipation of King Victor Emman\iel and 
higlx government officials in the cere- 
monies attendant upon the tmveiling is 
believed to have been the result of the 
call made by Prince von Buelow, the 
German ambassador, upon Foreign Min- 
ister Sonnino, Sunday night. 
The de- 
tails of this conference are supposed to 
have been presented at the meeting of 
the cabinet, the call for which was not 
issued 
until 
yesterday 
morning. The 
ministers assembled two hours later and 
the council lasted four hours. 


Immediately after the council closed, 
Baron Sonnino. who had called upon the 
king before the session 
opened, went 
to the consulate where the first sec- 
retary of the Orrman emba-ssj- awaited 
him. 
After receiving a verbal commun- 
ication 
from the baron the secretary 
hastened to the Villa Malta, the private 
residence of , Prince von Buelow, while 
Foreign 
Minister Sonnino called upon 
the king for a second time. 


These events are interpreted in many 
ways in political circles but the censors 
have forbidden the transmission of all 
comment. 


An official of the foreign office is re- 
ported to have stated that the govern- 
ment's decision was due entirely to the 
situation in Tripoli where 'Italy might 
be forced to extreme measures; to pro- 
tect our colony where German 
agents 
are fomenting rebellion."

Sir John French Pays High 
Tribute to England's 
Oversea Fighters. 


London, April 20.—Correspondence of 
the Associated Prcss.-Tlie more he has 
seen of tjie territorials, says Sir John 
French in his Neiive Oiapelle dispatch, 
the more he has heen impressed with 
their value. 
Sir -Tohn's words, "They | 
acquitted themselves with the utmost ! 
credit," have taken all of the wind out i 
of the campaign to fix conscription on 
Great Britain. 
Tlie British territorial system is prac- 
tically the same as the national guard 
of the United States, without the po- 
litical weaknesses of the American. 
So 
far as organization, service and equip- 
ment go, the systems of the two coun- 
tries are identical. 
The men enlist for 
the same period and in peace times drill 
for about the same number--of hours 
weekly and spend the same length of 
time in annual maneuvers. Tliey wear 
almost the same uniform. But instead 
of suiTering from state politics, as 
in 
America, the British service is dir-ectly 
imder the war department, which ap- 
points the colonel in command. The col- 
onel, in turn, pa.sses on the qualifica- 
tions of the officers, who receive com- 
missions from the Wjar office. This meth- 
od of officering the territorial.s is much 
more cliective both as to discipline and 
cfTiciency than the American method of 
letting the men elect their own officers 
on the basis of personal popularity in- 
stead of professional fitness. 


Territorials in time of peace enlist 
for home service only. But by the sim- 
ple process of volunteering for foreign 
service, they become volunteers without 
the elaborate process of transferring ac- 
counts from state to federal government 
as in vogue in the United States, which 
involved a vast amount of clerical work 
and red tape. 


In the present Avar, over 80 per cent, 
of the territorials are known to 
have 
volunteered and of these the larger part 
are already serving in France or Eg^-pt. 
They enlist under the general volunteer 
act for three years or the end of the 
•war. 


One advantage of the territorial army 
over the regulars lies in 
the 
various 
kinds of skilled men In the ranks, who 
with littjg^training can turn their trades 
or professions to the use of war. 
The 
territorial supply of doctors has been 
a needed help. 


When a foreign service battalion is 
sent away a home battalion takes 
its 
place. 
It is curious to know that the 
territorial force has proved more at- 
tractive to recruits 
than 
Kitcheners 
arm.y.

$1,957,229, the mileage assessment being $10,464. The Indianapolis

They

sary, are expensive, and this at a time when revenues were falling 
off rather tha nincreasing. INIighty few, if any, of the Indiana lines 
have paid dividends during the past few years. 


It would be manifestly unjust to allow the public ser\àce cor- 
porations to escape their fair share of the tax burdens in return for 
privileges they enjoy, and they should not escape. But it is equally 
unfair to saddle upon them more than a fair share. Nobody will de- 
sire more than ~«xact justice. 
The public needs the traction lines 
quite as much as the traction lines need the public, and it does not 
desire to see them crippled. 
The best public service can be given 
only when the adjustment is equitable. 
Let us be as fair with the 
electric lines as with the individual. 


Attorney General Milbum has rendered an opinion to the gen- 
eral effect that under the new Indiana primaiT" law no man holding 
an appointive office, either town, township, county, city, 
district, 
state or federal, is eligible to serve as a member of the state com- 
mittee of any political party.

"1914" and "feloniously."

fendant wag acctised of. But the judge 
held that the word "did" was necessary 
and because it was not tliere the man 
must be asquitted.

The Dutchmen, themselves not at war, 
live through at least some of the ex- 
citement of actiial 
fighting, 
for in the 
stillness reigning over the peaceful ag- 
ricultural 
districts about here they can 
hear from time to time the roar of can- 
non from the direction 
of Zeebrugge. 
Also thev are often witnesses of the 
chase bv' German troops of young Bel- 
gians making a dash for the frontier in 
an efl'ort to get to Holland and thence 
across the channel to England to join 
the Belgian army in Flanders. 


The German sentries just over 
the 
river separating the two countries never 
cease their vigilant lookout for these 
voung fellows and the precaiitions they 
have taken 
to prevent them 
crossing 
the line are very stern. 
Bushes have 
been cut down and obstacles in the way 
of a clear view of the landscape have 
been removed. 
On the 
bare 
groiuid 
barbed wire entanglements have 
been 
erected to a depth of many yards. 


Yet the voung Belgians dare every- 
thing. 
They 
ciawl 
beneath the 
wire 
in the night and with hick manage in 
many cases to get through at the ex- 
pense of torn clothing and flesh. 
Then, 
however, there is the open spacp be- 
fore the frontier to negotiate. 
Thi.^ is 
closely guarded by German 
landsturm 
troops, but the Belgians often try 
to 
cover it in a desperate dash under the 
fire of the sentries. 
Numbers of them 
succeed, for the fiermans take 
good 
care not to fire in the direction of the 
frontier, as they would thus run 
the 
risk of shooting the Dutch sentinels on 
the other side of the line an<l in this 
wav committing a breach of neiitrality. 


Once within Dutch territory the Bel- 
gian vouths are free. 
As they are not 
yet poldiers. tliey cannot 
be interned 
and most of thorn make their way to 
a port for shipment across the channel. 


The Dutch troops on other portions of 
the fronlior have also to keep a sharp 
lookout for smugglers 
of 
contraband 
from their owu territory into Germany. 
These 
smugglers, owing to the 
rich 
profits in case of success, are very dar- 
ing and tricky, and they do not hesi- 
tate to use violence against their own 
countrymen. 


Gasolene and horses are 
the 
most 
profitable to the smugglers. 
The former 
brings at least treble its price in times 
of peace. 


Pound horses of any age fetch ex- 
traordinary high prices from the Her- 
mans, anything up to .$500 being paid 
for draft horses. 


All roads Ifading to the frontiers are 
iloscd to traffic. Directly on the border 
line at wide intervals stand single sen- 
Iries with their loaded rifles resting be- 
neath 
their 
arms. 
About 
200 
yards 
nu'ther back is a second line of senti- 
nels and behind these some distance in 
the rear are (tickets of a dozen men with 
a iion-commis.sioned officer. 


The smugglers naturall.v keep to side 
paths or go across country. 
Tn 
case 
thev should be seen by the pickets they 
arc at onco arrested and their loads con- 
fiscated. 
Often, however, at night they 
succeed in passing through the~"gaps be- 
tween the ])ickets. 
Then their progress 
becomes more diihcult and their presence 
is often discovered by the inner line of 
eentries who fire if thp smugglers, as 
sometimes 
hnppnii-, 
make a dash 
to 
reach the German 
lines. 
Occasionally 
the chase is a lively one and gives rise 
to a ra))id fusiladc. which in many cases 
proves fatal to the smugglers.

Steadily. 


Koenigsberg, Prussia, April 15.— (Cor- 
respondence of the Associated 
Press) 
One of the most difficult problems that 
the government of east Prussia is try- 
ing 
to 
solve 
is to get 
the 
frontier 
districts of the province, recently oc- 
cupied by the Russians, planted in time 
for this year "a harvests. 
Tlie agricid- 
tural lands in question 
can 
produce 
1,000,000 tons of grain, and the authorities 
are planning and working to get them 
under cultivation ana so contribute to- 
ward keeping up the country's food sup- 
plies. 


I 
The obstacles to be overcome, how- 
ever, are great. 
Most of the popula- 
tion are refugees in other parts, and 
their "homes were so generally 
destroyed 
tliat some of the most important regions 
have not yet been declared open for the 
return of the refugees. 
In others the 
inhabitants haVe come back and the in- 
flow continues. 


Not onl3' the people, but the horses of 
the provinces were scattered to the four, 
winds. 
It is the most important horse- 
breoding region in Germany; less than 
110.000 head were kept in the devas- 
tated districts. 
A small part 
of these 
were saved by taking them to more dis- 
tant parts of the country; and these ani- 
mals are now being brought back to the 
deserted farms. 
Horses captured from 
the Russians and the animals from the 
German army that are no longer able 
to do the heavy military work are be- 
ing pressed into service in planting the 
fields. 
But the supply of plow horses 
is not near great 
enough, 
and 
motor 
plow^ and harrows are being extensive- 
ly used. 


Russian 
prisoners have been set 
to 
plowing in large numbers, and German 
soldiers are being furlou^glied to some 
extent to assist in farm work. 
Field 
^Marshal von Hindenburg has promised 
that the military 
authorities will 
do 
everything possible in this way to get 
the fields planted. 
The provincial au- 
thorities have gone about the solution 
of this problem with characteristic Ger- 
man thoroughness. 
Under their auspices 
committees have been organized in the 
various districts to take in hand the re- 
vival of agriculture. 
These have a fund 
of som^ .$7,000,000 government 
money 
at their disposal, which is being distri- 
buted 
among the farmers at a fixed 
rate per acre planted.

Although the council passed an order 
that George A. Weaver, the contractor, 
stop work, he has not done so yet. The 
inspector for the city, J. H. Nolan, has 
been withdrawn from the building. The 
arcihtect, Frank Riedel, of Indianapolis, 
has filed a letter with the city council, 
pointing out the respects in which the 
building is not up to the specifications.

others feared. Everyone told him he was 
the best. 


Kvcn then the foundation of his failure 
was being laid. 


He went to Jerseyvllle, HI., and began 
playing ball on the town team there. All 
Jersey county praised him and predicted 
a great career for him in the big leagues. 
He listened, and -^perhaps believed. 


At any rate he was the Ty Cobb of 
Jersej-v'ille, the best of all, and everyone 
conccded it. One brief year in the small 
minora and fresh from the bushes he was 
dragged into the American association as 
a member of the Milwaukee team. 


He was 19 years olrl, fi'ushed with suc- 
cess. 


Five major league 
clubs had 
scouts 
watching his work. 
He 
was 
the most 
sought after ball player in the league. 


Charles A. Comiskey bought him. 
He 
paid $12,000 and agreed to send players 
worth $6,000 more to the Milwaukee team. 


Chappeli evidently figured that when he 
reached the major league he had Suc- 
ceeded. 
He realized in a few days that 
he was the meclianical superior as a ball 
player to any outfielder on tlie team. 


Manager Callallin struggled with Chap- 
peli all one season—and on the eve of 
the city series was compelled to suspend 
him without pay for refusal to conform 
with club rules. 


This spring all seemed welL The White 
Sox had a ne.w manager, one who had 
managed Chappeli once before, and who 
tho'ught he could cure the temperament, 
arouse enthusiaem and ambition. 
Th« 
flattery 
ajid sympathy of friends got in 
its work again. 


Rowland lacked the patience of Calla- 
han. 
He does not care for temperaments 
nor has he time to waste upon them. He 
holds that any player who do^s not give 
his best efforts to the team willingly, 
eagerly and all the time Is a bad ball 
player. 


One case of temperament was sufficient. 
Rowland notified Comiskey he did

]Mrs. Albert Steele, on arrest, admit- 
ted the killing and revealed the hor- 
rifving details. 
She told of stripping 
thé little girl of every bit of clothing 
in a wood shed in the rear of her home. 
She told of binding her arms tightly 
at her sides, of blindfolding her, and 
then, having 
Ihe little girl helpless., 
pulled out lier tongue 
aiul 
forced a 
spoonful of muriatic 
acid 
down her 
throat. 
She described how the child 
gulped down the poison and her death 
struggles. 


Acid burns over the body of the çrlrl 
testify that she knew what wa.s hap- 
pening to her and in her fight for life 
Fpillerl several spoonfuls of the poison 
before the fatal dose was administered. 


The stei)-mother then decided to bury 
the child and dng a hole in the yard 
but on a later thought decided to throw 
the body into the alley, where it was 
found. 


After her confession the step-mother 
declared her motive for the killing was 
to save the girl and 
relatives 
from 
shame, but physicians who 
examined 
the body say this statement is prepos- 
terous.

woman—his wife—who killed his danrrh- 
ter that none other might share his 
afl'ections. 


He walks out in the yard frequently 
to view the hole the step-mother had 
dug for burial. 


"Why didn't they fill that hole?" he 
c-ries. 
"It will be in front of me for 
the rest of my life. 


"It had always 
been my custom," 
said Steele, in a calmer moment, "to 


kiss my wife and Ttivelina when leav- 
ing for work and when returning. 
In 
the evenings the child would sit on my 
lap and tell me the little incidents of 
her day at school. 
Before retiring I 
would go into her room and kiss her. 


"Then 
suddenly 
this all changed. 
^^^en the three of us would be togeth- 
er in the evenings the girl would remain 
by herself and refuse to sit on my lap. 
She would say nothing, and as I re- 
call it now, seemed to be in fear of 
her step-mother. 


"Whenever the latter left the room 
she would dash over to me and kiss and 
liug me—but never in the presence of 
her step-mother. Perhaps I did display 
more 
affection 
for 
the 
child 
than 
for my wife, but that is common in 
any home and does not mean that a 
man loves his wife the less." 


The authorities are convinced that 
Mrs. Steele killed the girl through jeal- 
ousy—perhaps as much 
because 
the 
child looked like her mother, and con- 
-stantiy reminding the step-mother of 
her predecessor, as for the 
attention 
her father gave her. 


Evelina, some time before her death, 
confided to a school 
chum 
that her 
mother struck her with a broom, told 
her it was not lady-like for her to kiss 
her father and «it on his lap and order- 
ed bed to do. so no longer. 


The step-mother is being 
held 
for 
murder in the first degree.

As hundreds of panes of glass w'ere 
shattered in the surrounding buildings 
a Polish officer enveloped me in his great 
&aat. 
Next moment he apologized for 
disarranging my hair.- The 
thronged 
foyer witnessed the incident unmoved. 


Men near a firing line assume the right 
to protect the few women about. 
Peo- 
ple are their real selves 
behind 
the 
scenes of war. 
There is no time for 
paltry conventions; life is real, simple, 
earnest. 
It becomes curiously natural 
to show emotion in public, to weep, 
even to pray. What is the use of feign- 
ing when tomorrow may end it all? Per- 
haps the world will be less of a stage 
after the great war. 


A very little boy in Russian blouse 
and fur boots piped up anxiously: 


'•Little mother, why didn't the air- 
men stay to fight? 'Will they come back 
tomorrow? 
Truly?" 
No one else paid 
the flyer the tribute of concern. 


Three hundred soldiers in big boots 
and belted, blouses were too busy dis- 
cussing actual war. 


A suave Japajiese on his way from the 
far oast to the front with a convoy of 
Krupp guns flicked imaginary dust from 
liis sleeve and talked rapidly in French. 


"After this war Japan hopes to ar- 
range a close alliance with Russia."

his leg in several place, making him a 
cripple for life. For the reason that the 
locomotive is used in interstate traffic 
the suit was filed in the United States 
court.

ticallv the same as tho national guard 
of tin- United States, without the po- 
litical weaknesses of the American, bo 
fur as organization, service and equip- 
ment go, the systems of the two coun- 
tries arc identical. The men enlist for 
the same period and in peace times drill 
for about the same number of hours 
weekly and spend the same length ot 
time in annual maneuvers. They wear 
almost the same uniform. But instead 
of suffering from state politics, as 
in 


America, the British service is directly 
under the war department, which ap- 
points the colonel in command. The col- 
onel, in turn, passes on the qualifica- 
tions of the officers, who receive com- 
missions from the vtjar office. This meth- 
od of officering the territorials is much 
more effective both as to discipline and 
efficiency than the American method of 
letting the men elect their own officers 
on the basis of personal popularity m- 
sti-ad of professional fitness. 


Territorials in time of peace enlist 


for home service only. But by the sim- 
ple process of volunteering for foreign 
service, they become volunteers without 
the elaborate process of transferring ac- 
counts from state to federal government 
as in vogue in the United States, which 
involved a vast amount of clerical work 
and red tape. 


In tho present war, over 80 per cent, 


of the territorials are known to have 
volunteered and of these the larger part 
are already serving in France or Egypt 
They enlist under the general volunteer 
act. for three years or the' end of the 
war. 


One advantage of the territorial arm) 


over the regulars lies in the 
various 


kinds of skilled men In the ranks, wh 
with lit%_training can turn their trades 
or professions to the use of war. 
The 


territorial supply of doctors has been 
a needed help. 


When a foreign" service battalion i 


sent away a home battalion takes it 
place. Tt is curious to know that th 
territorial force has proved more at- 
tractive to recruits 
than Kitchener's 


army.

'Attorney General Milburn has rendered an opinion to the gen- 


eral effect that under the new Indiana primary law no man hplding 
an appointive office, cither town, township, county, city, district, 
state or federal, is eligible to serve as a member of the state com- 
mittee of any political party. It is believed the ruling will affect 
some eight or ten members of the present democratic state commit- 
tee who are on the public salary list through appointment as a re" 
ward for party activities. Still, if the*se gentlemen feel that their 
personal services on committees are absolutely essential to the safe 
piloting of the ship of state, there is probably nothing in the law 
to prevent them from resigning their salaried jobs and clinging to 
committee honors. It is doubtful, however, if such an alternative 
will ever occur to them.

Also they arc, often witnesses of the 
chase by German troops of young Bel- 
gians making a^dnsh for the frontier in 
nn effort to got to Holland and thence 
across the channel to England to join 
the Belgian ancy in Flanders. 


The German sentries just over 
the 


river separating the two countries never 
cease their Vigilant lookout for these 
young fellows and the prooxutions they 
have taken to prevent them crossing 
the line are very stern.

been cut down and obstacles in the way 
of a clear view of tne landscape have 
been removed. On Hie 
bare 
ground 


barbed wire entanglement? have been 
erected to a depth of many yards. 


Yet the young Belgians dare every- 


thing. 
They crawl beneath the wire 


in the night and with luck manage in 
many cases to get through at the ex- 
pense of torn clothing and flesh. 'Then 
however, there is the open space -be- 
fore tb". frontier fo negotiate. This is 
closely guarded by Gorman landsturm 
troops, but the Belgians often try to 
cover it in a desperate dash under th 
fire of the sentries. 
Numbers of them 


succeed, for tbo Germans take 
gooi 


care, not tn fire in the direction of th 
frontier, as they would thus run tin 
risk of shofting'tho. Dutch sentinels 01 
the other side of the line and in tbi

The former 
hriiiga at least treble its price in times 
of peace. 


Sound .horses of any age fetch ex- 


traordinary high prices from the Ger- 
mans, anything up to .$500 being paid 
tor draft horses. 


All roads leading to the frontiers are 


floscd to traffic. Directly on the border 


. "line at wide intervals stand single sen- 


tries with their loaded rifles resting be- 
leath . their arms. 
About 20ft* yards 


further back is a second line 'of senti- 
nels and-behind these some distance _ in 
the rear arc pickets of a dozen men with 
a non-commissioned officer. 


The smugglers naturally keep to side 


paths or go across country. In 
case 


they should be seen by the pickets they 
arc at once, arrested and their loads con- 
fiscated.' Often, however, at night they 
succeed in passing through the gaps be- 
tween the pickets. Then their progress 
becomes more difficult and their-presence 
is often discovered by the inner -line of 
sentries who fire if the smugglers, as 
sometimes happens, make a dash to 
reach the German lines.

A small part' of these 


were saved by taking them to more dis- 
tant parts of the country; un,d these ani- 
mals rcre now being brought back to the 
deserted farms. 
Horses captured from 


the Russians and the animals from,, the 
German army that are uo longer able 
to do the heavy military work are be- 
ing pressed into service in planting the 
fields. But the supply of plow horses 
is not near great 
enough, and motor 


plows and harrows are being extensive- 
ly used. 


Bussian prisoners have been set to 


plowing in' largo numbers, and Herman 
soldiers are being furloughed to some 
extent to assist in farm work. Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg has promised 
that tho .military authorities will do 
everything possible in this way to get 
the fields planted. - The provincial au- 
thorities have gono about the solution 
of this problem with characteristic Ger- 
man thoroughness. Under their auspices 
committees have been organized in the 
various districts to take in hand the re- 
vival of agriculture: These have a fund 
of some 87,000,000 government money 
at their disposal, which is being distri- 
buted 
among the farmers at a fixed 


rate per,acre planted.

before the fatal dose was administered. 


The step-mother then decided to bury 


the child and dug a hole .in the yard 
but on a later thought decided to throw 
the body into the alley, where it was 
found.
